T.) another 
bulletin issued by the hospital said the 
10-year-old child’s condition was un- 
changed,

Whether the prayers are to be. an- 
swered was unknown tonighf.

Virtually all Alyce’s digestive or- 
gans were up in her chest, where her 
left lung should be. The Jung, too, 
was there, collapsed under the pres- 
sure.

It was the appendix that forced a 
change in plans of the operation after 
her chest was opened. Dr. Philemon 
EK. Truesdale, chief surgeon in the 
operation, had expected to let the 
organs move slowly and gently down 
from the chest to the almost empty 
abdomen. 

They were born in the wrong place.

LAGRANGE, Ga., March 4.—(4)— 
Textile mill workers who want to stay 
on the job and public officials who 
feared violence in a mill strike today 
joined in asking Governor Eugene Tal- 
madge to’ send national guardsmen to 
LaGrange and Manchester. 

The workers’ petition, bearing 
names of 1,069 workers in seven local 
plants of the Callaway group of mills 
and a telegram urging troops be sent 
to Manchester, were taken under ad- 
visement by the governor at his of- 
fice in Atlanta. 

A plea for troops came from Man- 
chester after a strike leader there, 
W. L. Stroup, reported he was ab- 
ducted. from his home by several 
masked men, taken to a peach orchard 
several miles away, and beaten, He 
said he was told: 

“We want to stop you from making 
speeches to mill workers.” 

One Group Affected. 

The strike so far has affected only 
the Callaway mills, which have seven 
plants here, one at Manchester and 
one at Milstead. Strikers say they are 
protesting a wage cut and initiation 
of a speed-up system of work. 

The mill management in a telegram

lationship of rates to ourselves was 
demonstrated last year when there was 
a big rat-killing campaign conducted 
in Georgia.

There are thousands of 
head of poultry killed annually in 
Georgia by predatory animals. As a 
matter of cold fact, the damage of 
predators and rodent pests in Georgia 
is estimated at $5,000,000 annually. 
There is a lot of noise made about 
saving the taxpayers half that amount 
with this and that and the other tax 
revision, but we go blithely on our way 
tossing dollars down the throats. of 
mink, weasel, possum, fox, muskrats 
and other animal pests. 

It is high time we took the situa- 
tion in hand and allowed the experi- 
enced, professional trappers to go out 
and uge steel traps to reduce the num- 
bers of these pests. 

I do not believe there is a person 
in the state who would insist upon 
allowing the depredations of these ani- 
mals to continue, even though they 
may characterize the steel trap as an 
instrument of torture. And,.by the 
way, the steel trap is not that when 
correctly used. I have seen possums 
and mink in steel traps, asleep. There 
was no scene of disaster. ‘The ani- 
mal had realized it was cayght, and 
had accepted the situation, sleeping 
while it waited to find what was go- 
ing to happen. If the pain was as 
intense as the opponents of sound 
trapping legislation contend, no ani- 
mal on earth could sleep in the jaws 
of a trap.

LEIPZIG, Germany, March 4.—(/ 
moratorium of several years on 
interest payments for German private 
debts abroad was strongly urged to- 
day by Hialmar Schacht, economic 
director and head of the reichsbank. 
He also recommended reduction of 
the interest rate to a “reasonable ba- 
sis” when payments are resumed, and 
creation of norma)! international trade 
conditions meantime, in order to regu- 
late German indebtedness amounting 
to some 25 billion marks. 

Addressing the annual spring fair 
here Schacht said “the solution of the 
transfer problem in connection with 
the German debt is possible along two 
lines only—either through reducing 1n- 
terest and amortization rates In con- 
nection with temporary moratorium 
or through sufficiently increasing Ger- 
many’s excess profits over imports.” 

“IT am glad to note,” he continued, 
“that Mr. Grady of the American 
state department (Henry F. Grady, 
chief of the trade agreement section 
of the state department) apparently 
also clearly sees this alternative and 
iirges a compromise based upon both 
measures. That would be in accord 
with the method I have repeatedly 
urged upon our creditors, namely to 
cease paying service on the German 
loan for a few years and then resume 
it at a reasonable interest rate. 

“The time intervening would have to 
be used in order to again build up 
normal international trade relations. 
Interest accruing in the meantime 
could be funded and added to the 
loan. 

“Tn order to demonstrate our honest 
intentions I would even go so far as 
to concede resurrection of all the orig- 
inal claims of creditors upon these 
loans if later such an agreement should 
not be lived up to by us.” 


States as “the great American war 
profiteer,” laid the world’s economic 
troubles at the feet of the treaty of 
Versailles.

The systems of clearings, he believ- 
ed, “delivered a new blow to world 
trade. These clearing agreements 
not only completely stopped our tran- 
sit trade but beyond that through 
their bureaucracies scared the foreign 
buyer from purchasing in Germany. 

“Normal German import credit was 
obliterated by this. Private initiative 
was extraordinarily restricted. The 
more *learing agreements are perfect- 
ed between different countries, the 
more will free multilateral exchange 
of goods, from which a revival of 
world trade can be expected, be made 
impossible,”’ 

Germany was forced by circum- 
stances, he said, to adopt bilateral 

greements on the principle of “buy- 
ing our raw materials wherever we 
can obtain them in exchange for Ger- 
man goods. We regret it for instance, 
if we can no longer buy cotton from 
the greatest cotton producers in the 
world, the United States, but we must 
satisfy our need for cotton from coun- 
tries from which up to this time we 
have obtained practically none.”

UPHELD BY FAHEY 


Corporation Head Invites 
_ Investigation in Answer 
| to Graft Charges. 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—(?)— 
|An investigation of the work of the 
'Home Owners’ Loan Corporation was 
invited today by Chairman John H. 
Fahey, who appeared before the house 
rules committee to answer charges 
of graft and inefficiency. 

Fahey denied there had been any 
inefficiency on the part of the core 
poration, asserting that every safe- 
guard possible had been thrown around 
its work considering that it was 
created in the midst of an emergency, 
organized under intense pressure and 
overwhelmed by an avalanche of loan 
applications which quickly mounted 
to over 1,750,000. 

Fahey revealed |that 104 persons 
have been indicted for violation of the 
home owners’ loan act, but said that 
only 30 had ever been employed by 
the corporation. The legal depart- 
ment, he said, through its special 
crimina] section, has dealt with over 
1,200 complaints. 

Inquiry Invited. 

In inviting an investigation, Fahey 
suggested that such an inquiry, even 
though it would delay the corpora- 
tion’s work, might be justified if it 
enabled congress and the public to 
understand better the corporation’s 
problems and its accomplishments in 
relieving distress of nearly a million 
home owners and protecting the sav- 
ings of millions of small bank de- 
positors. 

“If there existed any such general 
condition of graft and inefficiency as 
these few vague criticisms have al- 
leged,”’ Fahey said, “there would have 
been a far greater volume of protests 
from the army of over 1,750,000 ap- 
plicants who have been in contact 
with employes of the HOLC.

| Text of Roosevelt Message | 


WASHINGTON, March 4.—(AP) 
The text of President Roosevelt's 
message to congress proposing di- 
rect government subsidies to the 
American merchant marine fol- 
lows: 

To the, Congress of the United 
States: — 

I present to the congress the ques- 
tion of whether or not the United 
States should have an adequate mer- 
chant marine. 

To me, there are three reasons for 
eansweriny this question in the af- 
firmative. The first is that in time 
of peace subsidies granted by other 
nations, shipping combines, and oth- 
er restrictive or rebating methods 
may well be used to the detriment 
of American shippers. The mainte- 
nance of fair competition alone calls 
for American flag ships of suffi- 
cient tonnage to carry a reasonable 
portion of our foreign commerce. 


ships; second, the difference in .the 
cost of operating ships; and finally, 
it should take into consideration the 
liberal subsidies that many foreign 
governments provide for their ship- 
ping. Only by meeting this three- 
fold differential can we expect to 
maintair a resonable place in ocean 
commerce for ships flying the Amer- 
ican standards. 

In setting up adequate provisions 
for subsidies for American shipping 
the congress should provide for the 
termination of existing ocean mail 
contracts as rapidly as possible and 
it should terminate the practice of 
lending government money for ship- 
building.

This lending of money for ship- 
building has a practice been a failure.

The 
government today is paying annual- 
ty about thirty million dollars for the 
carrying of mails which would cost, 
under normal ocean rates, only three 
million dollars. The difference, $27,- 
000 is a subsidy, and nothing but a | 
subsidy. But given under this dis- 
guised form it is an unsatisfactory 
and not an honest way of providing 
the aia that government ought to 
give to shipping. 

I propose that we end this subter- 
fuge. If the congress decides that 
it will maintain a reasonably ade- 
quate American merchant marine 
[I believe that it can well afford 
honestly to call a subsidy by its right 
name. 

Approached in this way, a subsidy 
amounts to a comparatively simple 
thing. It must be based upon pro- 
viding for American shipping gov- | 
ernment aid to make up the differ- 
ential between American and foreign | 


shipping costs. It should cover first |

An American merchant marine is 
one of our most firmly established 
traditions. It was, during the first 
half of our national existence, a great 
and growing asset. Since then it has 
declined in value and importance. 
The time has come to square this 
traditional ideal with effective per- 
formance. 

_Free competition among the na- 
tions in the building of modern ship- 
ping facilities is a manifestation of 
wholly desirable and wholesome na- 
tional ambition. In such free com- 
petition the American people want | 
us to be properly represented. The 
American people want to use Amer- 
ican ships. Their government owes 
it to them to make certain that such 
ships are in keeping with our na- 
tional pride and national needs.

_. Same Diagnosis Noted. | 

The surgeon said Monday that all 
stabbings in the heart have about 
the same diagnosis.

One 
negro, stabbed in a Butler street af- 
fray, ran all the way to the hospital 
and collapsed only after he reached 
the outer room of the clinic. 

Consciousness is restored 
and other heart 
stimulants. The patient remains 
conscious and feels little pain until 
he is on the operating table and goes 
under the anesthetic. 

First step in the operation is ex- 
posure of the rib above the heart. 
A piece of the rib is then cut away 
to allow ingress to the heart. 

i Blood Is Saved. 

Phen the heart sack, the container 
in which the heart proper beats. has | 
to be opened. This is generally full of 
blood which has spurted from the | 
wound in the heart proper. It is| 
caught in a glass container to be re- 
stored to the patient’s circulatory sys- 
tem by the transfusion method, to 
lessen weakness from excessive loss of 
blood. 

The actual cut in the heart is, nat- 
urally, spurting blood and the sur- 
geon stops this as much as possible 
with his thumb until he can get the 
stiches in and the lips of the wound 
drawn together. 

_ In order to steady the rapidly beat- 
ing heart, a preliminary stitch is tak- 
en near the tip of the organ. This 
is drawn tight and used to lift up 
the heart and hold it more steady 
while the actual wound stitches are 
taken. 

“Anchor” Stitch Removed. 

After the wound is sewn together, 
the preliminary stitch which was used 
merely as a sort of “anchor.” is tak- 
en out. The heart sack is then sewn 
together again, the flesh is replaced 
over the wound, the outer skin is 
sewn and, barring that constant peril 
of infection, the patient will prob- 
ably live. 

Except for the fact he has perma- 
nently lost a piece of rib bone there 
is no reason whatever why the pa- 
tient should not live his anticipated 
span of life, comfortable, healthy and 
normal in every way.

The far planets twist faster than 
those closer to the sun. Uranus turne 
once in 10 hours and 40 minutes; 
_ Saturn rotates in a few minutes 
ess, 

We are not so sure about the turn- 
ing period of Neptune; but it seems 
to be about 15 hours and 40 minutes. 

Jupiter, largest of the planeta, 
twists in less than 10 hours. Day- 
light on Jupiter lasts not quite five 
hours, and the night the same. 

Mars has a longer day than the 
earth—about 20 minutes more day- 
light and about 20 minutes more dark- 
ness, 

Venus, the earth’s sister planet, is 
covered by a great mass of clouds or 
mist. For this reason, we do not know 
the length of day and night on Venus, 

Sometimes Venus is farther away 
than the sun, more than 150,000,000 
miles from the earth. The planet may 
then be seen through a telescope at 
night, and looks like a far-away full 
moon. When it comes closer, it looks 
more like a half-moon or quarter 
moon. 

The small planet, Mercury has a 
very long day. Indeed it seems always 
to keep the same side toward the 
sun! This. must mean that one side 
bakes in the sun’s heat, while the other 
side is cold and dark,

Indiana House Passes | 
Beer, Liquor Control 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 4.—(&) 
Indiana's ‘proposed new beer and 
liquor control law was passed by the 
house of the state general assembly | 
this afternoon by a vote of 76 to 22 
and sent to the senate for further 
action. 

The bill in its present form provides 
for a five-man commission to admin- 
ister the law and for separate licenses | 
for retail beer, whisky and wine deal- 
ers. Wholesalers would be permitted 
to import out-of-staté beer and whisky 
and roadhouses and rural night clubs 
are hanned. It also provides for all- 
day closing of retail outlets on Sun- 
days. The measure reduces the tax on 
hard liquers from 25 cents a pint te 
12 1-2 cents a pint and on beer from 
» cents a gallon to 3 1-3 cents a 
gallon.
